TEMPTING DISHES 


Apples are so common and so gen- 


erally found In any market that we are 


apt to slight and under- 
value them. There la nc 
more tempting garnish 
for a luncheon dish or 
for dinner than a rosy- 
cheeked stewed or baked 
apple on the dinner plate 
with . the roast. 
These 


are prepared by cooking 
them gently until tendei 


with the skins left on ' or partly re- 
moved to keep them from bursting. 
When tender, carefully remove the red 
skins (of course they should be of the 
red-skinned variety) and scrape the 
red with a knife or spoon from the in- 
side of the skin. Faint it buck on the 
cheek of the apple and 't makes tin 
attractive "apple ijn bloom." 


Apple Souffle.—Core, peel and stew 


Jour tart apples in just enough water 
to prevent burning. 
Pass through a 


sieve. Put one tab'.espoonful of buttor 
in a saucepan, add four tablespoonfuls 
of cornstarch and one tablespoonful of 
flour, one-fourth of a teaspoonful ol 
salt, four tablespoonfuls of cold water, 
stir and cook until clear. 
Add one 


cupful of hot apple sauce sweetened to 
taste and one teaspoonful of lemon 
juice. Remove from the fire, add three 
well-beaten eggs and cut and fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites and pour into 
a well-bu tered baking dish; bake until 
puffed and a delicate brown; serve at 
once. 


Split Pea Soup.—Take one pint o1 


dry legumes, one onion, one-half head 
of celery^ three tablespoonfuls of flour, 
the same of butter, one-half can ol 
strained tomato and one cupful ol 
cream. Soajc the peas over night, drain 
and simmer until tender, stirring often 
.When the peas are tender, fry the onion 
until tender, also the celery cut fine, in 
a little beef fat. Add to the soup and 
cook until smooth. 
Put through 


sieve, add the butter and flour cooked 
until smooth, the tomato and the cream 
Serve hot with toasted wafers. 


Date Muffins.—Cream one-third of a 


cilpful of butter with one-fourth of a 
cupful of milk, one-fourth of a tea 
spoonful of salt. Mix two teaspoonfulf 
of baking 'powder into two cupfuls o; 
flour; mix all together, beat well an< 
add one-fourth of a pound of choppec 
dates. Bake in gem pans In a moderate 
oven. 


Fish Hash.—Put hot, salted, cooked 


potatoes through a ricer, add one egg 
to^i pint of the potatoes, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter and salt and pepper 
to season. Beat^well and add an equa 
quantity of flaked fish. Fry In bacon 
fat and serve garnished with parsley.

FEMALE VICTIMS OF PLAGUE I SERGEANT USES H& BRAINS 


Figures Show That Tuberculosis Is 


Spreading, Chiefly Among Women 


Active'in Industrial World. 


The death rate from tuberculosis 


among women is on the increase. In 
spite of the increase in active cases 
among women the death rate for males 
is still higher than that for females 
by almost one-third. "The sudden in- 
flux of women into industry during 
the war may, in a measure, be re- 
sponsible for this increase," says a 
statement from the National Tubercu- 
losis association. 
"This does not 


mean that there is any real basis for 
the assumption that women are not as 
well fitted for industrial work as men 
are. 
It is a fact, however, that many

Julius by writ- 
ten threats to kidnap him or one of 
hla relatives, and* to destroy real and 
personal property belonging to Ju- 
lius. Copies ot letters, said) to have 
been written by Wise, in which $2,- 
500 are demanded, as well ae a com- 
position book, from which it appears 
pages wete taken, and whereon sev- 
eral of the communications were 
wcitten, are In possession of the state 
trooper. 
When Julius received threatening 


blackhand letters, the first about a 
month ago, stating that he would be 
required to put $2,500 in cash in a 
little box which he would find under 
the floor of a. bridge over a stream 
between his home and Franklintown. 
Julius turned the letters over to his 
attorney, Harvey-A. Gross, and the 
proper authorities were notified. At 
least one of the anonymous commu- 
nications was signed "Ku Klux Klan." 
As the writer had directed in a let- 
ter that Julius was to deposit the 
money between certain hours on a 
date fixed by the writer, the ofllcers 
had Julius go to the bridge and put 
a note in the box. This note, written 
at direction of the officers, stated 
that Juliuss could not put up the mon- 
ey at that time, but that he would 
make an effort and put it in the box 
at a lateri date. The York officers 
fcept watch for the party who* would 
come' for the note, but the person 
[ailed to turn up during his watch. 
The note, however, was liftsd at a 
later Hate. , 


Other threatening letters were received 


by Julius, and each time the latter replied 
ID a note, written at dictation of officers, 
Pegging for more time. On one occasion, 
while several farmer* hid at thejbridge. a 
mat) stopt his machine, grabbed a Jake box 
and made a getaway before the farmers 
could act. In examination of Wise the 
trooper requested some writing paper and 
a blank composition book was given him, 
which showed that a number of letters re- 
ceived by Julius had evidently been taken 
from this book.

DRUG ADDICT COMMITS SUICIDE 


Arrested Saturday afternoon as a 


drug pedcUer and later committed to 
the York county jail, Charles O. Yests- 
ier, 42 years old, of Yorfc, committed 
suicide in a cell in that institution 
some time that night.

Mr. Horn explained that the jail offi- 
cials gradually reduced the amount 
of "dope" consumed daily until a cuije 
had been effected. Yessler paid close 
attention to this and told the turn- 
key that he supposed! if he was un- 
able to obtain bail he would have to 
make the best of it. One-eighth of 
an ounce of .morphine sulphate cubes 
were sent out to be administered by 
a doct<*r. On being taken to his 
cell, Yessler appeared to be in good 
spirits and reconciled to his fate.

OCTOPUS DRAGS 


MAN TO DEATH 


Fisherman Is Pulled From His 


Boat by Large Devilfish He 


Had Speared. 


IS DANGEROUS SPORT 


Devilfish After Capture Are Kept Alive 


in Salt Water to Supply Win* 


ter Demand Among Pacific 


Coast Japanese. 


Sunrise 
Bench, 
Wash—Dragged 


from his rowboat by a giant devilfish 
which he had speared, Albert Garness 
lost his life while several companion 
fishermen felt the searching tentacles 
of the big fish. 


The devilfish season is at its height 


in the narrows off Gig Harbor, in this 
part of Puget sound, and fishermen 
declare the daily catch is remarkable 
fov the size of the octopuses. About 
40 grizzled veterans in open trawls 
are busy hauling in the traps «jnd 
taking out the devilfish. 
The devil- 


fish, after capture, are imprisoned in 
large tanks of sea water and kept 
alive to supply the winter demand 
iimong the Pacific const Japanese. 


There is an element of danger con- 


nected with this kind of fishing thaf 
lends spice to the work. Most of the 
devilfish caught will weigh around 
SO to 40 pounds and 
vary in 
the 


spread of their tentacles from four 
to eight feet. 
This winter, however, 


fishermen have brought in extra large* 
octopuses. 
The one which dragged 


Garness \from the trawl measured Ic 
to 20 feet across the spread of legs. 


Prosaic Occupation. 


Catching the devilfish is a prosaic 


occupation. 
In fact, the fish catch 


themselves. The traps,'spaced to the 
depth of water from five to fifty fath 
oms, are fastened to long lines laid 
on the bottom. Some stretch out 10 
miles into the sound, the average be- 
ing three to four miles. The trap re- 
sembles a small, loosely built barrel, 
which is open at one end and baited 
with clams. After the fish has entered 
and devoured the clains, it generally 
reclines in a tigntly drawn bundle to 
enjoy perfect digestion. Fishermen In 
trawls and dories row over the trap- 
ping area to'haul up the snares. The 
devilfish remains in the secluded shel: 
ter from sheer laziness, until exposed 
to the air. Then there is a sudden

spring to life and the wiggling of the 
long tentacles is threatening. 
The 


octopus is immediately speared, but 
many are tenacious enough to fight 
many minutes.
